W henever attention is focused on the 
juvenile delinquency problem it inevitably 
leads to the drinking of intoxicating li­ 
quors by minors. 
Drunken driving, sex 
crimes and other serious offenses unfor­ 
tunately are frequently associated with it. 
After a discussion of these problems, the 
metropolitan youth commission of M ilwau­ 
kee recently set up these objectives for the 
more effective enforcement of the liquor 
laws: 
Full, 
uniform and continuous enforce­ 
ment of all laws relating to procurem ent of 
beer and liquor by minors. 
Revocation 
of 
licenses and permits of 
violators. 
Substantial reduction in the num ber of 
beer and liquor outlets. 
Breaking up of concentrations of outlets 
that exist in some parts of the community. 
The Wisconsin tavern keepers, like those 
in other states, do not relish the idea of be­ 
ing solely responsible for the presence of 
minors in taverns. Through their associa­ 
tion, they plan to sponsor a bill in the Wis­ 
consin legislature to make it a punishable 
offense for minors to enter establishments 
w h ere intoxicating liquors are sold. 
W hether they will be able to shift the 
burden of responsibility from the shoul­ 
ders of adult tavern keepers to those of ir­ 
responsible youth is doubtful.

WASHINGTON — About 
150 
cities and towns throughout 
the 
country have adopted ordinances 
which are in effect little McCar- 
ran 
acts 
Intended to purge the 
community 
of 
Communists and 
Communism. As some preliminary 
tests have shown, they virtually all 
violate the constitution 
of 
the 
United States since they deny to 
American 
citizens 
fundamental 
guarantees in the Bill of Rights. 
Similarly, the governors of sev­ 
eral states have lately set out on 
their own anti-C om m unist pur­ 
suits. They have in 
several 
in­ 
stances gone so fa r as to demand 
that the Federal B u reau of Inves­ 
tigation turn over the 
lists 
of 
known Communists in 
their re­ 
spective states so they can go to 
work to eliminate them . 
This may come out of the noblest 
patriotic motives or it just pos­ 
sibly could be tinged w ith politics. 
Whether these efforts have had 
any perceptible effect in check­ 
ing the Communist conspiracy is 
doubtful. But there is one place 
they have caused real concern and 
that is in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 
Mob Spirit Feared 
To turn over lists of known J 
Communists to governors and lo­ 
cal law enforcem ent agencies is 
equivalent to m aking the lists pub­ 
lic. This would be likely to lead to 
vigilanteism w hich would in turn 
spread disunity and feed the at­ 
mosphere of suspicion and distrust 
I at the very tim e w hen it is most 
important to close ran k s for a com­ 
mon goal. FBI D irector J. Edgar 
Hoover worked w ith various vol­ 
unteer groups, conspicuously the 
American Legion, in World War 
II to keep down any mob spirit.

If w a r with the

were to corno day after tomorrow, 
Hoover would be ready to meet 
the th reat to internal security. The 
orders are draw n which w ould put 
dangerous Communists and their 
allies in at least tem porary con­ 
finement. The total to be arrested 
under national emergency powers 
is by present estimate just under j 
14.000. 
There are Americans 
who 
su­ 
spect the FBI of wanting to usurp 
police state methods in spite of 
Hoover’s repeated refusal to take 
powers that some

have w anted to give him. B ut the 
nightm are of a police state, with 


overtones 
of 
vigilanteism,

That road 
leads to the dead end of denial of 
the rights that have made a free 
America.

Twelve-year-old J a c q u e I y n 
M oire is just about the happiest 
child this side of Heaven. 
But being a sm art youngster, 
she is beginning to wonder why 
people from all over the United 
States, Canada and England are 
being so extra special nice. 
In a quiet moment, she asked 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
S. Marre, “Won’t I ever get well?” 
So they told her, “ Honey, you’ve 
been a mighty sick child. 
You’ve 
had a tumor and it Is going to take 
a long time for you to get well, 
"md everybody just wanted to say, 
"thank you” for 
being 
such 
a 
brave little girl.” 
The truth is, said Marre, the 
doctors have declared the cancer 
is incurable and Jacquelyn may 
die at any moment. 
In fact, he continued, after her 
second brain operation in Febru­ 
ary, 1950, the doctors gave her but 
three months to live.
